THE NEW Upholder Class submarines are 
to transfer to the 2nd Submarine Squadron 
at Devon port. 

Capt. Tony Smith, Captain of the historic 1st Sub¬ 
marine Squadron — which will cease to exist after the 
remaining Oberon Class submarines there come out of 
commission — told Navy News the decision meant 
HMS Dolphin would cease to be an operational sub¬ 
marine base by the end of 1993. 


The Royal Navy Subma¬ 
rine School and the Subma¬ 
rine Escape Training Tank 
would continue to function 
there, however, and ensure 
that “Dolphin will remain a 
home for the Patrol 
submariner.” 

“It will also be home to new 
elements in the training and 
support side of the Navy and 
this will mean Dolphin will 
grow rather than shrink,” 

One of these will be the Mine 
Warfare School, which will be 
integrated within the Sub¬ 
marine School following I he 
closure of HMS Nelson (Gun- 
wharf) announced in January. 

Capt Smith also said it was 
intended to continue his plan 
to upgrade the Junior Rates 
accommodation. 

Originally planned as a class 
of nine, the diesel-electric 
powered Upholder submarine 
strength was reduced to four 
under the Options for Change 
defence plan that cut the Flo¬ 
tilla down to 16 attack submar¬ 
ines, of which three quarters 
would be nuclear powered. 

'‘Whilst today Dolphin gives 
unrivalled support as a subma¬ 
rine operational base, with only 
four conventional submarines 
in the future the task will just 
not remain cost effective, 

”So by grouping together the 
nuclear-powered Trafalgar 
Class submarines and the Up¬ 
holders at one base, the Navy 
will enhance operational flexi¬ 
bility and enable significant 
savings to be made in support 
costs.”

— Upholder and Unseen are in

— is expected to be complete 
by December next year. 

Around 350 naval personnel 
involved in crewing and sup¬ 
porting the boats — a third of 
the total currently serving in 
HMS Dolphin — will transfer 
to Dcvonport and up to 15 ci¬ 
vilian posts will be affected, 
though efforts will be made to 
redeploy these in the Ports¬ 
mouth area.

FOSF — surface action under a single authority 


THIS month sees a major change in the way the Fleet is 
run with establishment of the post and organisation of 
Flag Officer Surface Flotilla. The appointment combines in 
one authority the previous responsibilities of FOF3, FOF1 
and some elements of CINCFLEET staff. 

Baaed at Portsmouth, the new FOSF — who is to be Vice- 
Admiral the Hon. Sir Nicholas Hill-Norton (previously FOF3) — will 
be responsible to CINCFLEET (Admiral Sir Jock Slater) for 


assignment of units to activities and deployments, type com¬ 
mand, administrative authority* logistics and engineering support 
of the Surface Flotilla. 

In addition, FOSF will be a seagoing commander with the NATO 
appointment of Commander Anti-Submarine Warfare Striking 
Force. 

The FOF1 and FOF3 organisations discontinue on implementa¬ 
tion of the new organisation on April 5, FOF1 (Rear-Admiral Bruce 
Richardson) has moved from Devonport to Portsmouth to join the 


new organisation as Chief of Staff to FOSF. 

Meanwhile, the new title Commander United Kingdom Task 
Group (who will be the current FOF2, Rear-Admiral John Brig- 
stock e) is established and the organisation based at Devonport, 
He will be the commander of the on-call UK Task Group and 
usually commander of any national Naval Task Group out of area.

OPERATING off the northern coasts of Scotland during the Joint Maritime Course 
exercises, HMS Battleaxe suddenly found herself participating in a dramatic rescue, 
when a Hunter jet fighter, flying from RNAS Yeovilton, ditched in the stormy seas, 
80 miles north of the Hebrides, 


RAF Flight Lieut. Sieve 
Clayton, attached to the 
Fleet Requirements and Air 
Pi recti on Unit (FRADU) at 
Yeovil ton, had been taking 
part in exercise air raids on 
Battleaxe — all part of the 
Joint Maritime Course — 
when his aircraft had engine 
failure, forcing him to eject 
into the sea. 

Scrambling her Lynx heli¬ 
copter, Battleaxe raced to 
the scene, where a Dutch 
Orion maritime patrol air¬ 
craft had already located 
Steve and was circling 


overhead. 

A quick recovery' hy sea 
boat soon had him on board 
Battleaxe, where, after a 
quick gin and tonic and a 
change of clothes, followed 
by a check-up by the doctor 
from the Dutch ship 
HN IMS Pieter Florisz, he 
was flown in the Lynx to 
Stornaway, To meet him 
there was a Falcon aircraft 
from FRADU to take him 
back down to RAF 
Lyneham. 

Tn less than four hours 
after ditching, Steve was in 


the specialist hospital at 
RAF Wroughton. He is now 
well on the road to recovery 
from his injury of three 
compressed verlabrae, a 
common occurrence when 
aircrew eject,

THIS year marks the 50th anniversary of the award of 
the George Cross by King George VI to the island of 
Malta for the extraordinary heroism shown by the Mal¬ 
tese people during the Second World War. 


To commemorate tins un¬ 
precedented award and pay 
tribute to all who gave their 
lives in the defence of the 
island, a number of events 
are taking place, both in 
Malta and the UK. The 
Government of Malta has 
also decided to issue a com¬ 
memorative medal 

The Queen is to visit the 
island in May when, jointly with 
the President of Malta, she will 
formally dedicate a memorial to 
those who fell m Malta's de¬ 
fence. Positioned at the Lower 
Bastion, overlooking Grand 
Harbour, the memorial will con¬ 
sist of a llJ-lon hell and bron/e 
sculpture housed in a stone 
cupola. 

The summer's programme 
also includes memorial services 
in Si. John’s Co-Cathedral in 
Valletta and Westminster C athe¬ 
dral in London; a wreath-lay mg 
ceremony at the Cenotaph: and 
exhibitions at a number of ser¬ 
vice museums. 

Spectacular 

Culmination of the celebra¬ 
tions in Malta will be a spectac¬ 
ular pageant on August 15 lo 
re-enact the lifting of the siege 
by the arrival of the remnants 
of the Operation Pedestal 
convoy. 

The commemorative medal is 
for es-Servicemen arid women 
who served in Malta during the 
siege. These include all former 
uniformed members of the Al¬ 
lied Armed Forces and Mercan¬ 
tile Marine who. at any time 
during the qualifying period of 
June 10 1940 - September K 
1943 served m Malta, in air or 
sea operations in the Mediter¬ 
ranean connected with the de¬ 
fence. relief or supply of Malta, 
including participation in con¬ 
voys and their escorts: and in 
operations mounted from Malta 
against the Axis forces. 

The medal may also be award¬ 
ed lo civilians who were in one 
of eight listed categories. 

Suspended from a blue. red. 
and white ribbon, the medal is 
36mm in diameter, bearing on 
the obverse a representation of 
the emblem of Malta, and the 
year 1992 on ihe base. 

On the reverse is a representa¬ 
tion of the George C ross in the 


centre encircled by the legend. 
To bear witness to heroism and 
devotion" in Maltese and Eng¬ 
lish. separated by a Maltese 
Cross and the rlate 1942 

The medal may not be award¬ 
ed posthumously, 

People who consider them¬ 
selves eligible Ibr the award are 
muted to write lo the Malta 
High Commission at lb Kens¬ 
ington Square, London, W8 
5HM, requesting an official 
application form and marking 
their correspondence “George 
C ross 50th Anniversary Medal 
Appeal", or to the chairman of 
the Nominations Committee.

In completing the forms, a cer¬ 
tification of service is sought. 
Neither MOD nor individual 
Serv ice departments are able to 
become involved in this, it is 
understood, and among advice 
being offered is that photostat 
copies of appropriate Service 
documents are forwarded to sup¬ 
port applications.

That, and the bleak employ¬ 
ment prospects in the big 
wide world outside, has 
caused a dramatic fall in the 
notice rale. Secondly Op¬ 
tions for Change has re¬ 
duced the number of sub¬ 
marines that we need to 
man and the jobs in the 
bases that support them. 
Finally New Management 
Strategy (NMS) has meant 
that some of the less cost- 
effective (and, hopefully. 


less interesting) jobs have 
been shut down. 

All that may sound good 
news but you are almost 
certainly wondering: 
“Where does this leave 
me?” The answer is not 
such good news. Firstly, the 
number of IPRE drafts is 
likely to reduce: this is be¬ 
cause when we had one man 
and equal priority gaps in 
Portsmouth. Plymouth and 
Faslane, we seni him IPRL 
to his preference area. Now 
there may only be NPRE 
billet empty and we have to 
till it regardless of the man’s 
preference, Secondly, with 


reducing numbers needed 
and fewer ratings leaving 
the Navy on notice the ad¬ 
vancement rosters arc 
bound to lengthen. Some al¬ 
leviation of these problems 
will result from the redim- 
d a ncy progra m m e. of wh i ch 
y o u a re a 11 a wa rc ;lhe names 
of those selected will be 
published on 1 April as this 
paper hits the streets.

MAINSTAY of the surface fleet, the frigate was originally a 
fast, manoeuvrable craft required to scout ahead of the main 
fleet.

Importantly, the Type 23 is 
heavily armed m comparison 
with similarly sized ships serving 
in other navies. 

HMS Marlborough was built 
by Swan Hunter Shipbuilders at 
Wall send on the Ty nc, where she 
was launched by Lady black on 
January 21.

Extensive automation within 
the Type 23 frigate has con¬ 
tinued the trend towards reduc¬ 
ing manning in modem war¬ 
ships The weapons systems and 
sensors are fully computerised, 
as are the control systems for the 
main machinery and electrical 
distribution systems. Even the 
stores, cash and catering ac¬ 
counts and the pay and person¬ 
nel records of the ship's com¬ 
pany’ are computerised.

HMS Marl bo roughs propul¬ 
sion machinery comprises two 
GEC electric propulsion motors 
and two Rolls-Royce Spey gas 
turbines, a pair of each driving a 
fixed propeller. Quiet running at 
lower speeds is provided by the 
propulsion motors supplied with 
power from any combination of 
four Paxman Valenta diesel 
generators, 

Sprint speeds in excess of 28 
knots are obtained by clutching 
in the two Spey gas lurhines 
through GEC gearboxes. This 
combined diesel, electric and gas 
turbine {COD LAG) arrange¬ 
ment is unique to the Type 23 
and enables propulsion and gen¬ 
erating machinery to operate 
with maximum efficiency. 

The generators also provide 
the power for domestic lighting 
and healing, while all fresh water 
for washing, drinking, cooking, 
etc., is produced Imm sea water 
by reverse osmosis. 

Living conditions on hoard 
are good; senior rates live in four 
or six berth cabins with separate 
messes, while junior rates live in 
spacious messdecks, each of 
which has its own recreational 


All cooking on board is under¬ 
taken in a single galley from 
where si is served to the two tim¬ 
ing halls, or sent to the deck 
above in a food-lift to the ward¬ 
room pantiy and from there up 
to the captain's quarters, 


Every member of the ship’s 
company — the captain, 12 offi¬ 
cers, 50 senior ratings and 105 
junior ratings — has a vital pan 
to play in the operation, repair 
and maintenance of the com¬ 
plex, on board equipments. 

Incorporated in the Marlbor¬ 
ough’s design arc many stealth 
features, making her a difficult 
target for the enemy to locate, 
but should she come under 
attack she is armed with several 
self-defence weapons. These 
include the vertical launch 
Seawolf missile system to engage 
aircraft and missile targets, The 
Marlborough can also utilise 
decoys. 

The ship is also armed with 
Harpoon anti-surface missiles 
and the 4.5 inch Mark 8 gun. 
Her helicopter, a Merlin EH 101 
once it comes into service, but 
currently a Lynx, js a potent 
weapons platform which can 
can 7 torpedoes or missiles in 
anti-submarine or ami-surface 
role. 

Anti-submarine 

The Marlborough ss designed 
principally for anti-submarine 
operations. Her towed array 
sonar is used to detect submar¬ 
ines at long ranges and her heli¬ 
copter can then be directed by 
the ship’s aircraft controller into 
a position from which its crews 
will use sonobunys or dipping 
sonar to localise the submarine’s 
position. After that the heli¬ 
copter can track the craft and if 
ordered to do so. destroy it with 
torpedoes. 

In wanime the ship could also 
be tasked to use her long-range 
Harpoon missiles against enemy

INCLUDING the new frigate there have been six HM ships Marlborough, bearer of the 
motto S’en vu fen guerre — “He goes to war”. The name was also used from 1942 until 
1947 for the Royal Naval Torpedo School at Eastbourne College. 

First ship of the name was 
a 2nd Rate of 1,131 tons, 
launched in 1669 as the St 


Michael, under which name 
she fought in the Battle of So- 
Jebay (1672) and La Hogue 
(1692). In 1706 she was ren¬ 
amed Marlborough in honour 
of John Churchill, Duke of 
Marlborough, victor of Blen¬ 
heim and Ramillies. 

In 1744 the Marlborough 
fought in the Battle of Toulon 
and was one of the few Bri¬ 
tish ships to emerge with any 
glory. And as the flagship of 
the Jamaica station in 1762 
she took part in the capture 


Impetueux and Mercius. A 
third, the Montague, joined 
the fray. 


The Marlborough suffered 
34 dead and 90 wounded and 
was entirely dismasted, but 
she survived and returned 
safely to Portsmouth.

Second Marlborough was a 
3rd Rate of 1,640 tons and 74 
guns launched in 1767, In 
1780 she took part in the 
defeat of the Spanish Fleet at 
the Battle of St Vincent. 
Another battle honour fol¬ 
lowed in 1781 — The Saints, 
in which 11 of the 34 French 
ships of (he line were taken. 

Following the French de¬ 
claring war in 1793 the Marl¬ 
borough rejoined the Main 
Fleet and earned the fifth bat¬ 
tle honour. The First of June, 
engaging the 74-gun vessels 


in 1807 and paid off in 1614, 
and the fourth was a screw 
battleship of 131 guns 
launched in 1855. 

The fifth HMS Marlborough, 
a 25,000 ton battleship of the 
Iron Duke class, was com¬ 
missioned in May 1914, She 
was armed with ten 13!4 inch 
and six 6 inch guns. On May 
31, 1916, off the coast of Jut¬ 
land, she won a sixth battle 
honour. 

She was one of the first 
Grand Fleet battleships to 
open fire, engaging a battle- 


transferred his flag to the 
Revenge, ordering Marlbor¬ 
ough home. She survived 
further torpedo attacks, one 
missing by just 50 yards. 

At the close of war, she 
and Iron Duke met up at sea 
with the last major ships to 
surrender to the Grand Fleet 
and escorted them to Soap a 
Flow. In 1919 she evacuated 
members of the Romanov 
dynasty from the Crimea and 
took part in actions against 
the Bolsheviks. She was sold 
in 1932.

l o all its ideals and 
idiosyncrasies. 

The Regulator has, for as 
long as I remember, given a 
very professional service to his 
customers (ic. the Serviceman/ 
Serv icewoman) with little or no 
complaint. To the greater part, 
this service has been received 
with gratitude and ihanks for a 
job well done by both the lower 
deck and officers. 

Who has sorted out your 
leave; found a way from A-B 
using your warrants; gm you 
home the fastest way known to 
mankind when the family 
needs you there and you're hall 
way round the world: tisiencd 
to your gripes; sorted out your 
worries, listened about the par¬ 
rot dying and your loyally to 
Liverpool Football Club? 

In general, the Regulator’s 
door has been open 24 hours a 
day. seven days a week and, 
other than for leave (when he’s 


available for recall and advice) 
52 weeks a year, “Never/' 1 
hear some of you say, 1 can as¬ 
sure you that for the greater 
pari, that statement is fact. 

Have you ever known the 
Regulating Office (okay. UPO) 
be closed except towards the 
day that Main Leave is nigh — 
and even then they will always 
answer your questions and 
solve your problems? The 
answer is no, 

A few years ago it was de¬

It’s not just a case of pushing 
paper and issuing the leave pass 
and travel warrant writing out 
a discharge note or filling out a 
MOR Form. The Regulator has 
undergone a course to train 
him specifically for his job 
What is the present Writer go¬ 
ing to do to get him ready to 
take on the job on a specified 
day? 

It has taken most of us exper¬ 
ienced Regulators years to get 
rid of the old “acid’’ syndrome 
and gain the confidence of the 
average Serviceman/Service¬ 
woman without being thought 
of as an ogre. We have worked 
hard to ensure that you, the 
customer, gets the very best of 
service available from his or 
her Regulator for whatever rea¬ 
son. We pride ourselves with 
the job we do. 


If the way ahead is that we 
take on security etc, so be it. 
Recruit more into our branch 
to do the job with the same 
selection criteria that has al¬ 
ways been. 

The only people who J feel 
will suffer from all of this is the 
Regulator, and of course you 
our customer to whom we owe 
our job. Please let us carry it on 
in the manner to which you are 
accustomed and which you 
quite rightly deserve.

The second 
of the ships was a Hum class destroyer named after the Duke of 
Beaufort’s Hunt and built by Cammed Laird, 

She was loaned to the Royal Norwegian Navy in 1954 and ren¬ 
amed Haugcsund, being scrapped in 1965. 

The name ties in with Admiral Beaufort, who gave us the Beaufort 
Scale in 1806, — A. Murrell, London SW1A.

Solent four or five days before 
the attack, and all we could 
glean from the various “buzz¬ 
es” was that “three sisters” 
were about to pass through ihe 
Straits — hut we had no idea 
who or what they were. 

I remember that crucial day 
when all hell was let loose at 
Manston — and I must have 
been one of the last persons to 
speak directly to Licut-Gdr. 
Esmonde as he climbed into his 
aircraft. 

Later in the day 1 was privi¬ 
leged to fly over the North Sea 
tn an aircraft of what I recall 
was 32 Squadron attached lo 
RAF Mansion, and later I 
spoke lo Ginger Bunce who was 
a Telegraphist Air Gunner with 
825 Squadron. I believe he was 
a native of my home city of 
Nottingham.

Good luck to 
all your readers, especially any 
other survivors from those few 
hectic days at Manston.

Vanguard is an immensely 
complex collection of com¬ 
ponents and systems that 
have to be understood and 
made to work — and many of 
these have not been tried at 
sea before. 

"Her very size presents diffi¬ 
culties. Being as long as two 
jumbo jets, she poses some 
interesting ship handling 
problems. 

“Guiding her through the 
dock system here and out to 
the open sea via Walney 
Channel can best be likened 
to threading a needle while 
wearing boxing gloves! 

“Of course, taking Van¬ 
guard to sea is just the begin¬ 
ning of a long programme of 
trials and crew training neces¬ 
sary to bring her to full opera¬ 
tional status. This is always 
an exciting time with a new 
Ship, but with the first of a 
new class of submarine the 
period will provide a lot of pro¬ 
fessional interest. 

“I suspect it will provide 
one or two surprises too, as 
the theory on the drawing 
board turns to reality at sea. 

“HMS Vanguard will join the 
fleet to play her part in provid¬ 
ing the nation's strategic de¬ 
terrent at a time of great inter¬ 
national turbulence and 
change, and ail the members 
of her ship's company are 
aware of the importance of 
our task.” 

• Cdr Russell joined the Roy¬ 
al Navy in 1970 and took up 
his first submarine post four 
years later. He passed the 
submarine commanding offi¬ 
cer's qualifying course — the 
“Perisher” — in 19B1 and 
joined the nuctear-powered 
Fleet submarine HMS Sceptre 
as Executive Officer. HMS 
Vanguard is his third subma¬ 
rine command, following HMS 
Repulse and HMS Oberon. 


THOUGH old submarine 
hands might have missed 
the clatter of chains and 
satisfying splash of a con¬ 
ventional slide down the 
slip, HMS Vanguard’s slow 
and dignified launch was 
somehow all the more 
dramatic. 

Richard Strauss’s “Thus 
Spake Zarathmstra” has be¬ 
come a cliche signature tune 
for this kind of event — but as 
the Vickers Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Ltd works band 
struck up with the familiar 
“Space Odyssey” crescendo 
and the giant doors of Devon¬ 
shire Dock Hat! slowly parted, 
it had never seemed more 
appropriate. 

The giant 15,000 tonne 
monolith — at 490ft tong, 
three times the height of Nel¬ 
son’s Column and by far the 
biggest submarine ever built 
in Britain — rolled out at the 
snail's pace of a metre a min¬ 
ute, riding steadily on SB elec¬ 
trically powered transfer cars 
that were to carry her out to 
the Syncrolift (pictured left). 

This, in turn operated by 
over 100 electromechanical 
hoists that raise or lower its 
platform at the even slower 
rate of 20cm a minute maxi¬ 
mum, would take three days 
to get the first of the nuclear 
powered Trident ballistic mis¬ 
sile submarines into the water 
(top) — but she was there on 
time, to cost. 

Warheads 

HMS Vanguard — her sis¬ 
ters Victorious and Vigilant 
are already well under con¬ 
struction and negotiations for 
a fourth boat are currently 
under way — will be officially 
named at a ceremony at Bar- 
row on April 30 and begins her 
first sea trials at the end of 
the year. 

Armed with a maximum of 
128 warheads, she is due to 
go on her first patrol in 1995. 

Despite her huge bulk — 
she is twice the size of a 
Polaris boat — she has a com¬ 
plement of 135, eight fewer 
than HMS Resolution and her 
sisters. 

Her first commanding offi¬ 
cer, Cdr. David Russell 
(above), lately CO of the 
Polaris boat HMS Repulse, 
said he was greatly looking 
forward to his new job. “I’m 
very lucky to get it," he said. 
“She is the most powerful 
warship the Royal Navy has 
ever put to sea. The chal¬ 
lenges are pretty clear —

Now, after skilled and complex work carried 
out on the fuselage, and the engine and elec¬ 
tronics restored and refitted, XZ585 has risen.

THE General Election apart, submarines have 
been making the headlines recently, in particu¬ 
lar the Barrow roll-out of the first of the Royal 
Navy's Tridents.

In recent times the Service has, in a continu¬ 
ing educational programme, stressed the im¬ 
portance of a sensible attitude to drink. Even 
more recently the public will have read of court 
martial cases involving abuse of a different 
kind — drugs. With their widespread presence 
in society it would be unrealistic to believe that 
the Service can isolate itself completely from 
this menace 

While the Service does not regard it as a 
major problem, it is clear from penalties im¬ 
posed by courts martial and in internal proce¬ 
dures that a very serious view is taken and that 
it will do everything possible to ensure it does 
not become one. 

So, together wrth education, vigilance and 
certainly no complacency, there is firmly in 
place disciplinary procedures to preserve Ser¬ 
vice integrity, and help avert personal tragedy, 
where argument does not succeed. 


RULES CHANGE WHEN OFFICERS COMMUTE PENSIONS 


Plans for 1996 
and all that 


PEOPLE may have heard that Life Commutation is being phased out and that the 
rules of officers’ commutation of pensions change in 1996. Actually, the Life 
Commutation option will be around for a tong time yet but it is being allowed to 
“wither on the vine” as the result of pension legislation in the mid-1970s — 
nothing to do with a MOD or Navy decision. 


PENSIONS is — and always 
has been — a comp/ex sub¬ 
ject, especially the aspect of 
officers' commutation. This 
article, prepared in MOD for 
guidance, deals with changes 
now afoot resulting from pen¬ 
sion legislation. 


The aim in this article is to explain 
briefly the changes and allay fears that 
commutation options will be radically 
curtailed after 1996, 

Given the complexity of the subject* it is 
useful first lo outline the two types of commu¬ 
tation currently available to officers who leave 
with the necessary reck on able service (which is 
16 years from 21): 

Resettlement Commutation; This was intro¬ 
duced on April I 1978 and will gradually re¬ 
place Life Commutation. Il allows an officer 
(or rating for that matter) to raise the dtfler- 
encc between his terminal grant (which is 
three limes lus annual retired pay) and the 
terminal gram he would receive in that rank if 
he was retiring at the full career point at the 
age of 55. 

The cost is calculated by dividing the 
amount raised by commutation by a divisor 
which is always less than one and which 
progressively becomes closer to one the nearer 
the person gets to 55. (This takes into account 
the benefit to the individual —and the cost to 
MOD - of the extra capital being made avail¬ 
able.) The resulting amount is then divided by 
the number of years between retirement and 
age of 55 to give the amount by which the 
retired pay will be reduced until reaching 55. 

The main advantage of Resettlement ( om- 
m Utah on is that the full original pension is 
restored at 55 and is thereafter increased by 
the annual pension increases tie. it is index- 
linked) 

Life Commutation: This is worked out on the 
basis of the retired pay surrendered. This sum 
is multiplied by a set factor which is depen¬ 
dant upon age: the older you are, the lower this 
multiplier factor becomes. However, Life 
Commutation is only available to officers who 
have service before March 31 1978 and only 
50 per cent of service before April 6 1980 can 
be counted for commutation. 

The down-side of Life Commutation is that 
you are surrendering a proportion of basic re¬ 
tired pay for life; tins is lost for good together 
with the index-linking which would otherwise 
have been applied lo it. 

When Resettlement Commutation was in¬ 
troduced il was agreed that, to safeguard the 
expectations of all officers already serving* 
they would be able u> commute under both 
options — Life and Resettlement — until 


1996. Of I "reefs who leave after April 5 1996 
will have to choose one or the other. The Life 
Option will continue, hut there will, of course, 
be progressively fewer people with significant 
service before 1980 and none at all by about 
2015. 

Those who have entered Inter will be able to 
take up the Resettlement option and this 
offers most to those who are not close to the 
age of 55, 

There are a couple of important points lo 
bear in mind about commutation. First, while 
a big tax-free lump sum is always attractive* il 
must carry a cost, and this is the element of 
retired pay which is given up, either for life 


(and who knows how long you will live or what 
inflation will do)* or until the age of 55. 

Secondly, commutation is always a matter 
of personal choice. Y ou can work out from the 
annual Short Pension Guides and tables of 
rates how much you can get (at today’s rates), 
but no-one can advise you whether to opi for 
commutation. Only you know how you will 
make lhai money work for you. 

Thirdly, and perhaps most important, no- 
one should feci that the 1996 change radically 
alters the sums of money which can he raised 
or that they are going lo be disadvantaged by 
leaving after 1996, 

To illustrate 1 he tliird point, the following 
wo examples illustrate how much could be 
raised by leaving before and after April 1996 
(but remember these figures are based on the 
1991-92 tables and these change annually).

It should be remembered that in both these examples, the amounts surrendered for Life 
Commutation would have been index-linked from 55. 

Another point is that these sums are the maximum which can be raised L Commutation Is not 
a right and the sums can be reduced downwards (by an independent board) on the basis of 
medical evidence. And once you have made the decision to commute and accepted the terms 
(which has to be within 12 months of leaving the Service in the case of Resettlement 
Commutation), there is no way back; you cannot “buy back*’ the lost retired pay.

FIRST port-of-call after a stormy Atlantic crossing for 
four ships, HMS Brazen HMS Broadsword and HMS 
Ariadne, in their Dartmouth training role, and HMS Sirius 
was the British island colony of Bermuda.

Dolphin and 
Blockhouse 

HMS Dolphin takes its name from an old wooden frigate 
berthed alongside Fort Blockhouse as a depot for sub¬ 
marines from 1906-23. Since then it has become synon¬ 
ymous with the Submarine Service — dolphins form its 
distinctive badge and HMS Dolphin has long been 
regarded as its Alma Mater, 

The fort, taken over from the Royal Engineers — who were 
then responsible for submarine mining — in 1905. dates back 
tor the most part to 1714, but had its "beginnings as a military 
base in 1431 when Henry Vt authorised a tower to be built on 
the Gosport side of Portsmouth Harbour. 

To mark the Diamond Jubilee of the Submarine Service and 
its long association with Gosport, the Honorary Freedom of 
the Borough was conferred upon it in 1961.

As the submarines depart, HMS Dolphin stays 
to span the gap between old and new in 


NEWS that HMS Dolphin, home of the 1st Submarine 
Squadron and Alma Mater of the Submarine Service 
since 1901, is to lose its new Upholder Class boats 
to Devonport spells the end of over 90 years of 
continuous submarine operation out of Gosport. 

But the Captain SMI, Capt. Tony Smith, is quick to point 
out that the decision to disband the squadron does not 
reflect a lack of confidence in the Upholder or in HMS 
Dolphin — “rather the opposite — Dolphin will consolidate 
as a vital support and training establishment to play a full 
and integral role in Portsmouth as it develops to meet the 
challenge for Defence In the 90s, and beyond,” he told 
Navy News 

“Similarly no one should be in any doubt about the 
effectiveness of the Upholder Class. These are fine sub¬ 
marines with a great future. If they are to move to Devon¬ 
port it is from Devonport that they will evolve to be an 
integral and important part of the Fleet 

“The Upholder has had an entirely unfair Press — its 
troubles have been hyped up beyond imagination. Every 
single new class of vessel has teething troubles and this 
is the first diesel boat we’ve designed since World War II. 
In reality there have been very few problems and they now 
all, without exception, have a solution. Be in no doubt that, 
in the Upholder Class, the country’s money has been well 
spent. 

Leap forward 

“I have served in all types of submarine. The nuclear 
submarine has an unrivalled mobility for projection of mar¬ 
itime power. However the Upholder, while less mobile, 
complements the nuclear, being cheaper to buy, cheaper 
to run, but none the less powerful when on station. 

“In addition the Upholder has unique skills both in in¬ 
shore warfare and special force operations. The Upholder 
is quite honestly the best deep water conventional sub¬ 
marine in the world; a Tactical Weapon System similar in 
all areas of capability to the nuclear, in a hull designed for 
and equally unrivalled for stealth. 

“Set a thief to catch a thief — give me the Upholder any 
time for that role.” 

“The future for the Upholder is no less exciting. The 
introduction of Air Independent Propulsion will be the 
most enormous leap forward for the conventional subma¬ 
rine; ft will no longer need to return to periscope depth to 
a snort and recharge its batteries. 

“t would predict that AIR technology will be sufficiently 
mature in 10- to 15 years to revolutionise conventional 
submarine warfare. Many of the current mobility barriers 
roi will be removed. 

“In the meantime we must look at the market overseas, 
lite I hope that Canada, as her submarine replacement pro- 


underwater warfare. 


gramme gathers momentum, will seriously consider the 
Upholder Class as their “boats” for the 21st century. They 
will not find better and will thereby retain their very special 
links with the Royal Naval Submarine Flotilla,” 

“And let us not forget our honourable Oberon Class — a 
true international operated by Canada, Australia, Chile 
and Brazil as well as the Royal Navy. You wouldn’t believe 
that these boats were over 30 years old, updated as they 
are with the latest in sensors and weapons. HMS Opos¬ 
sum has recently circumnavigated the world, anil -month 
trip of some 36,000 miles with no major defects and only a 
21-day maintenance period. 

“At the same time the Os have been involved in every 
area of maritime conflict — it was a rare and moving sight 
to see both Otus and Opossum return from the Indian 
Ocean last April in full combat camouflage. This most 
loyal of submarines will continue to serve us well until 
finally paid off. 

“But to meet the increasingly demanding fighting envi¬ 
ronment at sea you need both the best hardware AND the 
best trained crews. The training facilities invested tn the 
Royal Navy Submarine School here provide the base from 
which to achieve the skills needed by both officers and 
men to meet the challenge at sea. 

“With the arrival of the Mine Warfare School, Dolphin 
will have a unique seat of learning in modem underwater 
warfare.” 

Great courage 

Dolphin already has some of the best submarine train¬ 
ing facilities in the world — as is clear from the fact that a 
third of the officers taking the Commanding Officer’s Qua¬ 
lifying Course — the infamous “Perisher” — come from 
overseas navies. 

Last year over 3,000 submariners passed through here, 
taking advantage of the training rigs and simulators to 
improve their “driving” skills and the special units that 
train weapons mechanics in handling torpedoes, missiles 
and mines. 

Meanwhile, though the familiar black silhouettes must 
soon disappear from Hastar Creek, one part of the Dolphin 
skyline that will emphatically NOT be changing is the tall 
structure of the Submarine Escape Training Tank. 

Gosporf s most distinctive landmark has trained thou¬ 
sands of submariners from ail over the world since it 
opened in 1954. The SETT is a fundamental part of the 
submarine training pipeline, inspiring confidence in the 
newcomer to submarine life. Despite rumours that it was 
to be replaced, Capt Smith insists it is “built like a battle¬ 
ship and will last as long as we want it to. It is central to 
effective escape and rescue in the event of a submarine 
accident — in escape technology the Royal Navy has long 
been a world leader.” 

Captain Smith had a word of reassurance, too, for 
members of the Submarine Old Comrades Association, 
whose annual reunion at HMS Dolphin has long been a 
special point on the social calendar. 

“Many of our Submarine Old Comrades served their 
country with great courage and valour in the Second 
World War. Dolphin is the birthplace of the Submarine 
Service, their home and the proper place for them to meet. 
They will always be welcome here.”

THE MAMMOTH BOOK 
OF TRUE WAR STOR¬ 
IES, (Robinson Publish¬ 
ing £5,99) is a title that 
suggests it is nothing of 
the kind — but this col¬ 
lection is mostly genuine 
reportage or scholarly re¬ 
construction and steers 
clear of sensationalism. 
Editor Jon E. Lewis has 
chosen well — his 50 con¬ 
tributors range from Thucy¬ 
dides writing of the destruc¬ 
tion of the Athenian 
expedition in 413BC to 
BBC reporter John Simp¬ 
son, covering the bombing 
of Baghdad from uncomfor¬ 
tably close quarters in 1991, 
Naval subjects include New 
Yorker war eorrespondem John 
Hcrsey on John F. Kennedy’s 


epic survival after his PT boat 
was cut in half by a Japanese 
destroyer; Canadian James 
Lamb on the perils of Adamic 
convoy duty; Robert Southey’s 
classic description of Trafalgar 
and Ernest Hemingway’s 
account of D-Day % as witnessed 
in his role as war correspondent 
from a US landing craft. 

There is also Samuel Eliot 
Morison on Guadalcanal — 
and Dan ver der Vat’s own 
judicious examination of the 
war at sea between the Allies 
and Japan, The Pacific Cam¬ 
paign (Hodder & Stoughton 
£25), is released as Dr, Robert 
Ballard (of ■ Titanic and Bis- 
marck fame) is leading a 
National Geographic sub aqua 
exploration of Iron Bottom 
Sound — so named because of 
the dozens of warship wrecks 
that lie there. 

It is the first general over¬ 
view from a British writer in 


ten years and taps new source 
material and translations, high¬ 
lighting the damaging effect of 
inter-service rivalries on both 
sides. 


Guadalcanal 

The Japanese failure on 
Guadalcanal and simul¬ 
taneously in Papua marked a 
turning point. Less than a year 
after Pearl Harbour it was 
American air power that pre¬ 
vented the Japanese from signi¬ 
ficantly reinforcing or properly 
supplying their troops. From 
then on, although the struggle 
would be long and hard, it was 
the United States and its allies 
who were strategically on the 
offensive in the air, on the 
ground and at sea. 

Van der Vat makes the point 
that two years later, when the 
end was finally in sight, the Bri¬ 


tish offer to return to the Paci¬ 
fic was a year or more too late. 
The Americans had earlier 
been pressing for more British 
involvement —* Nimiiz was 
loaned the new fleet carrier 
HMS Victorious in May 1943 
when the US Navy was very 
short of such ships but this was 
hardly a decisive contribution. 

Mountbatten had not been 
able lo do much in the Indian 
Ocean and the planned offen¬ 
sive in Burma was repeatedly 
postponed. 

“But what would have been 
welcome in 1943 was decidedly 
unwanted late in 1944, when 
Japan was manifestly on the 
way to defeat .,. The Ameri¬ 
cans did not want to be seen 
helping the Europeans recover 
their colonial empires and 
needed no help now from the 
Royal Navy, thank you very 
much.” 


It was then, he concludes, 
that we would actually have 
been wiser to concentrate in the 
Indian Ocean for the recovery 
of Burma, Malaya, Singapore 
and Sumatra — ail in our 
South-East Asia command 
area. The Japanese had, after 
all, moved a large pari of their 
surface fleet to Singapore in 
February 1944 in order to be 
near their fuel supplies in the 
East Indies, 

Muscle in 


But the US Navy supremo. 
Admiral Ernest King, “look the 
view that the British having 
spent three years objecting to 
the scale of American opera¬ 
tions in Ik Pacific were now 
trying to muscle in on an Amer¬ 
ican triumph (which of course 
they were).” 

Roosevelt had to step in with 


a soothing word, overruling his 
fleet commander for political 
rather than strategic reasons. 
King had his revenge, though. 
He had asked for the loan of six 
“landing ships, infantry” for 
use in operations in the Philip¬ 
pines. When the six “tatterde¬ 
malion” ships and headquar¬ 
ters vessel of Force X 
eventually arrived in Australia 
the US Seventh Fleet took one 
look at them, classified them as 
unfit for use in combat zones 
and decided to use them only 
in the rearmost areas. 

They were eventually ear¬ 
marked to support the British 
contribution to the invasion of 
Japan scheduled for 1946 — 
and there “can have been few 
cheers as heartfelt as those of 
the crews of these wretched and 
totally unsuitable ships” when 
the news came of the Japanese 
surrender in August 1945.

SURELY ‘AIRPLANE’ 
FLIES AGAIN! DON’T 
CALL ME SHIRLEY 


WARPLANES stacked along the 
flight deck as the sun conies up 
blood red on the horizon; square- 
jawed pilots striding purposefully to 
their machines. Top Gun, right? But 
isn’t that sailor toasting hot dogs on 
the exhaust of a jet? How come a 
member of the Deck team just pir¬ 
ouetted over the side? And what is 
that horse doing on board? 

As Dorothy confided to her dog when 
the whirlwind dumped them in the middle 
of Oz — “I don’t think we're in Kansas 
any more, Toto, ,T No, indeed, for this is 
Hot Shots , which sets out to do for the US 
Naval Air Force what Sitting Bull did for 
the 7th Cavalry. 

The film’s pedigree is interesting. 
Zucker, Abrahams & Zucker may sound 
like a firm of Manhattan lawyers but in 
fact they were the team behind, for ex¬ 
ample, the Airplane and Naked Gun pic¬ 
tures. But pictures, as so often, breed 
division, and Zucker I (Jerry) went solo 
last year with a little number called Ghost. 

Now from the opposite end of the 
phone book an unZucker’d Jim Abra¬ 
hams tries his luck. It must be said that 
the absence of two-thirds of the original 
team is noticeable only to those who read 
credit titles, since the picture offers 
strictly the mixture as before: the fusil¬ 


lade of movie in-jokes, the Tom & Jerry- 
style sight gags, with characters cannon¬ 
ing off every hard surface in sight, the 
literal-minded wordplay (when Charlie 
Sheen says he has his father’s eyes, you 
may be sure hgJII take a little box out of

his pocket...) Sheen, Lloyd Bridges and 
Cary Elwes are to be congratulated for 
keeping straight faces. Audiences are 
unlikely to be doing the same. 

The usually upright and heroic Bruce 
Willis partakes of an image transplant in 
Mortal Thoughts, emerging as a wife¬ 
beating, dope-sniffing, foul-mouthed 
sociopath. It’s giving nothing away to re¬ 
veal that his character gets bumped oft, 
since that pleasing event has aiready 
taken place when the film begins. But 
whodunit? Via a series of flashbacks sar¬ 
donic cop Harvey Keitel picks over the 
suspects, among whom Demi Moore (aka 
Mrs. Willis) is prominent. IfS a downbeat 
but engrossing tale which doesn't neg- 
lect to provide the obligatory twist at the 
close of proceedings. 

Murder is also the subject of several 
recent video releases, Let Him Hare It 
reconstructs a British cause c etebre from 


the early '50s: the Craig/Bentley case, in 
which a policeman was murdered, a man 
was hanged and the letter of the (aw was 
at all times strictly adhered to. The film 
vividly and movingly shows why, never¬ 
theless, this was felt at the time, and felt 
even more strongly in retrospect, to have 
been among the more unedifying perfor¬ 
mances by the legal system of the day. 

The American To Catch A Killer is a 
three-hour account of the painstaking 
police investigation which finally re¬ 
vealed a respectable businessman 
(frighteningly played by Brian Dennehy) 
as a homosexual mass murderer, with 
the remains of about 40 young men lay¬ 
ing around his basement. This, too, is 
said to be based on real-life events, 
although precise details are not given. 
There was a time when serial killers were 
sufficiently rare for a case like this to be 
instantly identifiable, but I don't think 
we're in Kansas anymore, Tola. 

A Killing In A Small Town completes a 
grisly trio, show-casing a spectacular 
performance by Barbara Hershey as a 
paragon of civic virtue, ideal wife and 
mother, who seemingly out of a clear sky 
one day chopped up a neighbour with an 
axe. B, Dennehy, on the right side of the 
law in this one, fathoms the extraordinary 
whys and wherefores of the matter.

FLYING FIRSTS 
FOR RN ACES 

THE RECORD of the Royal Naval Air Service in the First 
World War has been unjustly overshadowed by the exploits 
of its Army counterpart. Although the Royal Flying Corps 
“aces" captured much of the glory on the Western Front, the 
RNAS was far from being the collection of primitive experi¬ 
mental aircraft of popular imagination. 


The early Navy pilots man* 
aged an impressive array of 
firsts in aviation — many of

That period of the Firth's 
history and the rest of its 
story — from prehistoric 
times to present day — is

them far removed from sea¬ 
borne operations. They 
included; 

• The first British air raid on 
Germany (on the Dusseldorf 
airship sheds, mounted by 3 
Sqn from Antwerp) 

#The first night bombing raid 
(on Ostende) 

• The first victory over a Zep¬ 
pelin in the air (by Sub Lieut 
Wa me ford, VC). 

The first torpedo bombing of 
a ship from the air; take-off 
from a turret platform; and car¬ 
rier landing were also claimed 
by the RNAS. 

These pioneering achieve¬ 
ments arc recorded in Royal 
Navy Aircraft Serials and 
Units 1911-19 (Air-Britain 
£28,50), an ambitious project 
by Ray Slurtivant and Gordon 
Page that provides histories of 
over 15,000 aircraft flown by 
the RNAS and successor units 
of the RAF in this period. It 
also lists their squadrons, units 
and bases, and identifies indi¬ 
vidual pilots and observers. 

All known operations and 
non-operational casualties are 
listed, in most cases with brief 
information on the incident 
and the aircraft involved and 
there are over 300 photographs 
illustrating what promises to be 
the standard reference on the 
equipment of a major air arm,

-A survivor’s story 

“OPERATION Frankton 11 was the official code-name for the mission made world-famous by the team of commandos 
known as the Cockleshell Heroes. It was a suicide mission in alt but name — Mountbatten himself expected there 
would be no survivors. Of the ten men who set out in December 1942 to paddle 60 miles up the estuary of the 
Gironde to attack a fleet of fast German blockade runners operating out of Bordeaux, only two returned. 


One of them was their 
leader, Major **BJondie’ r 
Hasler, and the other was 
Bill Sparks — now the only 
member of the team still liv¬ 
ing. Like so many wartime 
heroes, the rest of his career 
has been unremarkable. 
Apart from a year spent as a 
police lieutenant in Malaya 
during the Emergency, he 
worked for London Trans¬ 
port, finally retiring — due to 
bronchitis deriving from his 
war service — as a garage 
inspector. 

Left in straitened circum¬ 
stances he hit the headlines 
again a few years ago when 
forced to sell his treasured 
D5M — which realised 
£31,000. He still retains the 
letters after his name, of 
course — and fought long 
and hard to obtain similar 
posthumous recognition for 
his companions of 50 years 
ago. 

His version of their story, 
The Last of the Cockleshell 
Heroes (Leo Cooper £14.95), 
prepared with the aid of film 
writer Michael Munn, is as 
good a memorial as they 
could have hoped for. 

Following a nightmare en¬ 
counter with a U-Boat on the 
way in, while embarked in 
the submarine HMS Tuna, 
torpedoes whizzing past 
them “like a motor bike go¬ 
ing past' 1 , they set out into 
the fierce buffeting of the 
tidal race of the estuary — 
and already one of the

Another capsized soon 
after and Hosier was forced 


to order her crew to try and 
swim ashore — a hopeless 
task in their frozen state. As 
the remains of the party 
pressed on, Sparks could 
hear him sobbing with grief 
and rage. 

Passing a jetty on which 
stood a sentry, Sparks 1 
mouth was “pepper-dry 
from fear 1 ’ but he had never 
felt so alive — all his senses 
were “keener, sharper, more 
acute than at any other time 
in my life." 

The sentry missed Sparks’ 
boat — but saw one of the 
others. A single rifle shot 
rang out During the first 
night two thirds of the strike 
force was lost .. * 

As it turned out, the men 
from the first missing boat 
had been captured. They 
were executed in keeping 
with Hitler's notorious Com¬ 
mando Order — after first 
being interrogated “With no 
methods barred". They gave 
nothing away. 

The survivors continued, 
their flagging strength re¬ 
vived with Benzedrine tab¬ 
lets, until they reached their 
targets and attached their 
limpet mines. The rest, the 
story of Hasler and Sparks' 
escape down through 
France and into Spain, is 
perhaps the most exciting 
part of what is truly “a tale 
more thrilling *,. than any 
invention by writers of 
fiction."

BY FAR the most famous of all the personalities involved in the history of Royal 
Air Force Marine Craft was T. E. Lawrence, then pursuing one of his attempts at 
anonymity in the ranks in the guise of A/C Shaw. 


Surprisingly, in compiling 
an exhaustive 3-volume 
History (Canimpex £11.95, 
£12.95 and £19,25) Geof¬ 
frey Pilborough accords 
him scant reference and 
does not even bother to 
make the connection clear 
— though Lawrence is men¬ 
tioned in the introduction 
for his espousal of air con¬ 
trol as a means of policing 
Iraq, which went some way 
to justify the continuing ex¬ 
istence of the RAF in 
peacetime. 

The nuihai of Seven Pilfers of 
Wisdom and The — 

which derailed his RAF experi¬ 
ence — penned a lesser known 
work sometime in the 1920s, it 
seems — an 80-page manual on 
The 200 Class Royal Air Force 
Sea Plane Tender, which mu si 
now be a valuable collector's 
item. 

Fascinating 

Lawrence was for many years 
an intermittent visitor to Tai¬ 
shet. Pi 1 borough's survey of the 
work carried out here, at Lee- 
on-Solent, Felixstowe etc. in 
the years 1918-59 is enhanced 
by a large collection of fascinat¬ 
ing photographs — and in a 


series of appendices almost as 
long as the main text is con-

tamed the correspondence 
between Lawrence and Flight 
Lieutenant W, G. .human. OK'

Confined entirely to techni¬ 
cal matters and showing no sign 
whatever of the heav ily literary 
style that characterised Seven 
Pillars, it is a curious blend of 
formal address and chatty 
asides — an illustration, no 
doubt, to devotees of one of the 
century's most enigmatic per¬ 
sonalities, of the curious rela¬ 
tionship he enjoyed wiih the 
officer caste from which he 
could never quite manage to he 
detached. 

Fancies 

Writing of his impending dis¬ 
charge from the RAF and his 
move to his cottage. Clouds 
Hill in Dorset, he concludes: 
"If you pass that way. do please 
try and find me at home, 
'Home' is very small only two 
rooms, so I cannot put you up; 
but 1 think it is rather a nice 
home, and 1 have fitted it up 
with all sorts of gadgets, to hu¬ 
mour my fancies. You would 
get a laugh out of it ..."

THE 10,850 ton HMS Hermes, ttie tirst vessel designed for Ihe 
Royal Navy from the outset as an aircraft carrier as against 
previous conversions. She carried 20 aircraft, and was armed 
initially with 10 6-inch guns, later replaced with 5,5 inch. 

She was sunk, along with her two escorts, by a Japanese air 
attack off Trincomalee, Ceylon (see below). 


FIFTY YEARS ON 

A LOOK BACK at the wartime operations of the Royal Navy half a 
century ago this month: 

During this month Axis Air forces set out to neutralise Malta as an air 
and naval base. They flew 5,807 bomber sorties, 5.667 by fighters and 
345 by recce aircraft. 

Nearly 7,000 Ions of bombs were dropped, exceeding the greatest 
tonnage dropped on the whole of the UK during Ihe height of the Battle 
of Britain. Over 3,000 tons of these fell on the Dockyard. By the end of 
the month no surface ships remained operational and the 10th Sub¬ 
marine Rolilla had to be withdrawn to Alexandria, 

Another bad month for merchant shipping losses. 132 ships sunk. 
674,000 tons — 150.000 tons in Ihe Indian Ocean which was becoming 
an active theatre

The revised organisation follows a 1990 study into the Fleet’s 
future organisational needs. Accepted was the resulting proposal 
that the exisiing major type commanders (Flag Officer Submar¬ 
ines and Flag Officer Naval Aviation) should be complemented by 
a third acting as the focus for surface ship matters and using the 
authority and flexibility afforded by the New Management Strate¬ 
gy to ensure that available resources are utilised to best effect 

Planning for the changes has been taking place throughout 
1991 and the formation of the new FOSF staff taking shape since 
earlier this year. 

FOSF and most of his headquarters staff will be accommodat¬ 
ed in new offices at The Parade, Portsmouth Naval Base. Mean¬ 
while FOF2 and his staff move from Fort Southwick to Plymouth 
to form the new COMUKTG organisation. 

Strength of the new FOSF headquarters organisation at Ports¬ 
mouth, including officers, ratings and civilians, is about 160. in 
addition, there are similar numbers in each of the two engineering 
sections which are involved and are now titled FOSF(ME), based 
at South Terrace in the Naval Base, and FQSF(WEf which is at 
Whale Island. 

The Surface Flotilla will consist of afl major surface vessels, 
hydrographic survey ships and RFA Argus. Commodore Minor 
War Vessels and Mine Warfare will not form part of this flotilla. 

Flag Officer Sea Training will be accountable to FOSF for the 
conduct of operational sea training for the Surface Flotilla.

Radar 

retires 

A RADAR site used by RN air 
station Cold rose has been "re¬ 
tired 1 after 20 years loyal ser¬ 
vice to aviators. 

Radar operators used Fal¬ 
mouth Radar on the Lizard 
peninsula from 1972 until 1990 
to keep an eye on aircraft oper¬ 
ating at low level in Falmouth 
Bay, In 1990 Culdrose installed 
near the air station the new 
Watchman radar, but the Fal¬ 
mouth site was maintained as a 
contingency measure. 

Now, in two years of oper¬ 
ating, the Watchman has 
proved so reliable that Fal¬ 
mouth Radar can retire- 
Alt hough the radar aerial will 
be dismantled, the site will be 
maintained by Culdrose per¬ 
sonnel for siiuaiing remote 
control aerials. 

Among those who attended a 
decommissioning party were 
personnel who had served at 
the site over the years.
